tjuantities greater than 60 gallons, it con- ' 
taincd in wooden casks, or 100 gallons if 
stored in metal cases, without a License

Dastom OanadaMail. 

The inquest upon the liody of one of 
tlie victims of the Asia disaster Opened 
at CoUingwood yesterday. The Great 
Northern Transit Company's bookkeep- 
er was sworn, and gave ovideace re- 
garding the amount of freight on board 
the ill-fatod vessel when she foundered. 
The inquest was then adjourned to ob- 
tain the attendance of the two survi- 
vors. From Owen Sound news is re- 
ceived of three additional victims who 
sailed from that port. A passenger 
who got off at Owen Sound states 
that there were upwards of one hun- 
dred persons on board when she left 
Owen Sound. 

QuEBEOi Sept.. 21. — On Friday night 
lust the post-office at Campbelltou was 
burglarized, tlie safe being blown o|)en 
and the contents extracted. The post- 
office inspector on being made aware 
of the facts communicated tlieui to Po- 
lice Inspector Skeffington, of the In- 
tercolonial railway, who proceeded 
from Monclon to Campbelltou to in- 
vestigate the matter. Ho ascertained 
tliat two strangers had arrived at 
Campbelltou a few days previously, 
and finding their movements to have 
bieeil- auspioioua he caused a description 
of thiera to' Be issued to the oflicialH 
of the railway. On Saturday as the 
night express was leaving Eathurst, 
the conductor observed two men hid 
away between the baggage-car and 
tender. He immediately brought 
them into the car and finding that they 
answered the description furni.shed 
Him, J he endeavored to secure them. 
They^brofee away^ however, and ran 
out of the car, and notwithstanding 
that the train was going at 30 miles an 
hour they jumped ofl". The train was 
as soon as possible stopped and backed 
up, the conductor fully expecting to 
find them both killed. No trace of 
them could be seen, however, though 
they haU falleii a distance of twenty 
feet dbwii the embankment. 

Toronto, Sept. 23. — The report of 
the Committee of Union was read at 
the session of the General Conference 
of the Methodist Church of Canada at 
Hamilton yesterday.

Another Letter from VT. D. Patterson, 

To THE Editor: — I wish again through 
your columns to lay before the indepen- 
dent minded public of British Columbia 
a statement of the landed case of KoUoy 
I's Anderson. As an ellcct, I suppose, of 
my former letter the map and field notes 
of Mr. Kelley's survey made J)y jne, 
were returned. J. Clapperton, Esq., J. 
P., of Nicola Valley — not as -courtesy 
would have requriod to ino personally. 

No fault has boon found with the ac- 
curacy of work. Hut a statement is 
made that the plan of survey is wrong 
and that Mr. Killroy must take up his 
land duesouth ofand buttingonMr. Earu- 
shaw's land surveyed in 1870 and that 
Mr. Anderson shall take the land. I sur- 
veyed for th« said Killroy or all of Mr. 
Killroy's meadow land for which said 
meadow he preempted the place 6 or 
years before and even made his appear- 
ance.. .Now, sir, Mr. Killoy's preemption 
papers',; deBcribej hi4;landi'aa lying in Uie 
MmniaJjakojValloy south of Eai^ahaw's 
and being bounded easterly by" the moun- 
tains. The said valley, instead of running 
true north and south, runs about suutli- 
vvest so that you at once will perceive 
that if Mr. Killroy gets his land true 
south of Earnshaw's it will quite con- 
flict with the coininon sense meaning of 
Mr. Killroy's preemption description and 
run him into the mountains. 

The professiDiial trontloinan who laid 
out Earnshaw's olaiiii in 1879 agrees 
•.vith 1110 that I have acted -rightly, in 
■,'iviiig Ivillroy his land in the valley and 
that the mountains are his boundary, and 
the north and south lines boutvding his 
claim should only partly butt on Earn- 
shaw's claim. Mr. Ivillioy stated to tlio 
late I\[r. Usslior that the valley might 
not run exactly north and south. Mr. 
Usaher's answer to him was that a set- 
tlor was not obliged to give the exact 
bearings, but that his claim was in the 
valley next Earnshaw's '^iind'"tfiftf 
mouulains were hia boundary. (He tooV 
a common sense view i)f the subject.) 

A case occunvd in 1877 bearing on this 
subject, so I shall state details. 

1 received instructions from Mr. 
NValkem, at that time Conimissiotier of 
Lands and Works, to make a survey for 
Robert Shaw, at Heaver Cove, V. I, 
Mr. Shaw's paper described his hind as 
running north from a certaiu tree. I laid 
off the claim in accordance therewith. On 
my return to Victoria a Mr. McPheo 
explained to Jlr. Walkem that ha had 
made an error in his preemption papers 
and that liis claim should have been de- 
scribed as running iiortli from said tree. 
Although his papers described it as run- 
ning south, Mr. Walkeiii allowed him 
to amend his paiicrs. My survey for 
Mr. Shaw was therefore nonse as it cov- 
ered the sarne ground and I lost 8120 by 
the decision. Mr. NValkem's constant in- 
struttions to mo were: 

"You will and you won't, 

You are wrong if you do 

And you are wrong if you don't. 

I liereby request the independent minded 
public of British Columbia to look into 
this case and Mr. John Clftpperton .1. P. of 
Nicola Valley will give them all the par- 
ticulars they may retiuire. He accom- 
panied mo on the survey and has the pa- 
pers. They can also refer to the profes- 
sional man who made the survey for Mr. 
Earnahaw accepted by the dopartnioiit of 
lands and works in 1870. I ask them to 
judge between nie and Mr. Walkem in 
this matter and not allow Mr. Killroy to 
lose property worth thousands of dollars 
to him, in fact land which supplies win- 
ter feed to about 1,000 head of stock, 
and I ask thorn to see that Mr, Killroy 
has fairplay and justice accorded to him.

To TUK Editor:— It is truly a.-tid that 
necessity is the mother of invenlion, and 
the right of canvassing and discussin;; 
questions of public interest by unofhoial 
parties is, under our institutions, amply 
provided for in the columns of a free 
press. 

The nature of my mission to this pro- 
vince and the important public interests 
connected therewith are my warrant for 
introducing myself and the subject of 
which I treat to your readers. An intel- 
ligent community can appreciate an un- 
varnished statement of facts. I came 
from Halifax on tho Atlantic to Victoria, 
from ocean to ocean, as the agent of RIc- 
Ifamee&Co. , contractors for the con- 
struction of the Esquiinalt graving dock. 
j\Iy instructions from the company wore 
to proeecuto tho work of construction 
vigorously to a successful and satisfac- 
tory conclusion; to pay ove^y just claim 
or liability incurred, or to be incurred, 
as tho work progressed; and to maintain 
for the firm I represent the same good 
name in British Columbia that they enjoy 
throughout tho rest of tho Dominion. 

On my arrival at Esquimalt I found 
the local contractors, in whose hands the 
work had been placed, diaposaessed, and 
business being carried on nominally by 
MoNainee ifc Co., but virtually by tho 
government of British Columbia. I at 
once made application to the premier to 
bo put in possession, and he kupt mo in 
suspense by evasive answers and delays 
for six weeks until to-day, when I was in- 
formed that McNaraeo & Co. 'a rights as 
contractors were ignored and that tho 
work would not be handed over to thoin 
through mo. I might add that in tho 
meantime I interviewed the local con- 
tractors and the majority of their credi- 
tors, all of whom expressed unqualified 
pleasure at the prospect of my being put 
possession and of they being paid |wJiat 
is justly duo them. 

Tho actionjof the members of youir gov- 
oriiment changes tho face of the whole 
affair. They keep possession of tho work; 
thoy hold ten thousand dollars on deposit, 
tivo thousand dollars pcrcontago on work 
done; security for twenty-five thousand 
dollars for tho fulfilment of tho contract; 
plant preparations and privileges to car- 
ry on tho work worth twenty thousand 
dollars, all belonging to McNamee & Co., 
and while tho government take and hold 
posseaaion of McNainoe it Co. 'a means it 
might bo pertinent to ask who will pay 
thoir creditors ? 

Of one thing I am certain, and I speak 
from a long experience as a practical man 
when I say that if tho drydock is over 
completed under the system now carried 
on It will cost more than one and one- 
half million dollars, and to prove my com- 
petency to make this slatemont and my 
sincerity in doing so I invito or I chal- 
lenge Mr. Bennett, the resident engineer, 
to meet mo on tho work with his pay 
sheet in company with a competent third 
party, and I will prove by nieaSurigment 
of the work done under his suporin- 
tendance and tho money paid for it that 
my estimate of the total cost is much be- 
low tho mark. 

The government's mode of managing 
drydock matters and its treatment of con- 
tractors may bo considered honest, judi- 
cious and patriotic in British Columbia, 
but in other par^it q\ the Dominion it will 
be called by another name.

Witness continued— Mr. Pooley on the 
25th of July civlled to me from the front 
of the otlice and said a Mr. Scott had told 
him that a practice existed in California 
of putting false bottoms in ballot-bnxcH no 
tliat t)iillols could be taken in or out 1 
treated tlie matter as a joke at first, but 
as ho suenietl excited I took him up to my 
houie. and showed him the boxes; took 
him . to the room where the boxes were;

[)ockel knife and tested tops, bottoms and 
sides very carefully,- found no false bot- 
toms or springs, tlianked me and left. 
Tho piicknges after being sealed were 
never opened or touched by me or any 
one eUo and were given by mo to the 
registrar. No humiin being save myself 
aaw tho.so papers from the time of con- 
chiding the count at the court house until 
they wore handed by mo to Mr. Prevost; 
think that the entire package was sealed 
when I handed it to the registrar; am 
quite sure" tho counterfoils were sealed 
up; on the ovoniiig of tho 25th, after 
sealing tho papers I put thoin in tho bal- 
lot-boxes and locked tho boxes, leaving 
them ill iny parlor over night; in the 
morning I gave thorn to the registrar; 
countcil thu ballots after they were 
counted at Es({uimalt to see that tho 
number was correct; no one was present; 
did not allow even my wife to be present 
when I counted them; locked the door; 
did not take them ijut of tho balliH-boi 
to allow I'ooley to oxamino the boxes; 
they were taken out before; Mr. Pooley 
was only once at ray house in his life and 
Ih.'it was un the 2Cth of July. 

E. Leigh, sworn — Am collector of votes 
for Eaqiiinialt district; have the whole of 
the applications of voters ainco 1870. 
There are nmio in tho ollico previous to 
that year. Lavender's application is not 
among them, but there is another appli- 
cation' of Joseph Lavender in Feb., 1^2. 

To Mr. Davie — Lavender is on the roll 
of 1875. 

Hon. J. R. llett (rcapoiident), awurn - 
Had a conversation with the returning 
oflicer, Sylvester, concerning this election. 

Mr. Davio objected to this evidence a-t 
tho returning oflicer was ono of rosfioiul 
ent's witiiesaes, and ho objected to a ctin 
vorsation between Mr. Uett and ono of 
his own witnesses. 

Tho objection was sustained as foun- 
dation for. the question had nut been laid 
in Sylvester's examination. 

Witness — Betwoon 2 and '3 o'clock on 
the afternoon of the 2.5th July aaw the 
returning oflicer como out of Mr. I'ooley 's 
otlice; called him across tho street and 
spoke to him; his horse and 4 buggy had 
been tied up near Mr. Pooley'a otlice for

F. Sylvester, recalled — Don't remember 
having a conversation with Mr. Uett on 
the aiteniiiiin of the 2r)th ,Iuly in town.

Mr. Justice Oiay said tho wiiuio evi- 
dence was in.'idiitissible, but he wished to 
see if there hud been any tampering with 
tho b.'dlots or bo.xoa. 

WitiuiK.s— Did tell Hett that Pooley 
had a |irote.st against tho oloction, but 
don't reiiieinbcr whether it was on tho

tion fpim D. W. Higgins on tho street; 
II, Ml iliil iimI s.iyitwaa an improper thing 
for me i>i lie talking to Pooley about tho 
election.

C. E. Pooley, Bworn, and examined by 
Mr. Pollard — I was one of the candidates 
at tho late election in l!}s(|uimalt. Ro- 
monibor Sylvester being at my office on 
tho day of the count; to the best of my 
recollection he cama to tell mo a piece 
of news that INIr. Walla had given him. 
Mr. Walls had told him that 1 waa going 
to protest the election on account of 
bribery and cor.'-uptioii. 1 had no other 
conversation with him on that day. Re- 
member going to Sylvester's house next 
day with Scott at 11 o'clock a. m. Syl- 
vester said that time would be convenient 
for him; Scott and I went to oxamino 
the ballot-boxes, as thero was a general 
impression that ono of tho boxea had 
been tampered with. I did not entertain 
that opinion then nor do I, now. Scott 
came to my office and said he had had 
some experience in California with stufi*ed 
ballot-boxes; if ho could seo tho box ho 
thought ho could state whether such had 
been tho case. I asked Mr. Sylvester 
if ho would allow Scott to see tho ballot- 
bo-x and he said yes.

Uis lordship remarked that it was very 
atrango that the legislature should spend 
a lot of money in : printing a book and 
then not legalize it. 

Marshall Bray, sworn, anil examined by 
ilr. T. Davie— I am tho logwtrar of 
Voters in the district of Nanaimo. I pro- 
duce a copy of tho list sent to tho Su- 
preme Court by me somotimo in August, 
which is the list of personi entitled to 
vote on the 24th July last as collected 
by me'. 

Mr. Polhird objected to tho copy as it 
was not attested. The doeumeiit in 
the possession of the registrar shouhl be 
produced. 

Mr. T. Davie said that the docuinont in 
tlii hands of tho registrar could not be 
produced 'as tho Nanaimo election wtw 
not coiitoated. It was scilod up and 
could only be opened by an order from 
tho court for so doing. 

After Home further discussion thu list 
produced by witness was discarded and 
(he regi8trar'''wa8 instructed to produce 
the list in question. | 

Tho registrar informed the court that | 
his copy hud boon Bcnl to tho government i 
printing office. | 

Mr. T. Davio roniarkod that the lint 
produced was tho original and that 
received by the registrar was only a copy. 

Evidence of Mr. Bray continued — The 
list produced contains tho names of all 
poisons entitled to vote on the 24th July, 
1882. 

His lordship wished to kn»w how it 
could bo proved that a name on the list 
made up on the 10th August was on that 
list on the 24th July. 

Mr. T. Duvie explained tho method 
adopted in these matters. 

Mr. Pollard wanted tho list of 1881 
produced first. 

Mr. T. Davio — Here it is, in the ses- 
sional papoi-a signed by the government 
printer. 

His lordship remarked that there was 
an act which legalized the sessituial 
pa|>ors. 

Mr. T. Daviu waa nut aware of such an 
act, but it might bo in force. 

His lordship stated that in no other 
part of the world was business done in 

audi a loose way by the logislaturo as in 
this proviiicu. 

Tho registrar here produced (ho list of 
1881. 

Witness produced the original list of 
1882, which waa put in as evidence. 

Mr. Pollard still objected to the ses- 
sional papers being admitted as evidence. 
He wished the court to note hia objection. 

Mr. T. Davie quoted from "Taylor on 
Evidence" to show that jxirliament-ary 
papers must bo admitted as evidence. 

The Court admitted the evidence. 

Mr. Pollard still objootod. Journals 
were aduiiaaible, butjoters' lists were not 
journals of tho house. He still insisted 
on his objection being noted. 

Here the original mnnuacript was pro- 
duced by tho registrar and tho diacussion 
ended.

Thecopy 
of 1881 contains tho names addod;itwasthe 
lU'iginal list; I produco the list of votera 
for 1882; the docuiuont from which thi» 
list woa modo up is on file in ray office in 
Nanaimo. 

A)iotht.v discussion took place as to 
whether tho list in question was tho ori- 
ginal ur a copy. 

The coiirt decided that it was tha ori- 
ginal, 08 tho witness had so sworn. 

Exiiinination of witiiosa continued — A. 
(J. Muir'a name waa on the list of 1881, 
and it renmined on the list of 1882; his 
name is atill on tho revised list of 1882; 
never received from A. C. Muir a rerpioat 
to have his name taken off tho voters' 
list of Nanaimo previous to 2-ltli of July; 
received a request from a party before eluc- ! 
tioii to have a votor'a iiaino taken oil' the ' 
list. [Request produced; but it had no | 
signature.] Had received no othor docu- j 
ment. 

As the letter was not signed it wnt nut 
admitted as evidence. 

Witness had had a convciBAtion with 
Muir at Nanaimo after the eleiitroii. 

Hia Lordbhip roinarkod (luit any con- 
versation with Muir after the election 
could not be admitted as evidence. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Pollard — I 
struck oil' iianiea aa notices wore received; 
went through the certified copy with Mr. 
Dick, my assistant in tho office. 

To Air. T.-Davie — I produce Mr. Muir'a 
original application to vote in the district 
of Nanaimo. 

This was road ^ tho registrar and put 
in as evidence. It was dated in 1876. 

His lordshii) remarked that thoro 
should be some rovision of tho law in con- 
troverted election I during noxt session of 
tho legislature. 

Mr. T. Davie horo applied for an order 
that Richard Wtdfendon, government 
printer, appear before tho court. Docu- 
moats from Cariboo aoiit down to tha regis- 
trar had boon handed to Jlr. Wolfoiiden 
and ho had refused to produco them, pro- 
auniably by order of the government, as 
he is a governmout oflioial. 

His lordship aaid ho supposed Mr. Wol- 
fendon would attend if requested to do so. 
If not, an order of (ho court could be 
made out to oblige him to attend. 

Mr. Pollard horo interrupted and was 
rc<|ucsted to allow Mr. Davie to proceed. 

Mr. Davie further remarked that ap- 
plication had been made to Mr. Wolfon- 
den - for Yaje oloction voters' list, and 
they were produced on payment of the 
usual fee last week; but einco Ihon ho 
had apparently received iiistructiona not 
to allow tho Cariboo document to be pro- 
duced, 03 ho would not now supply it. 

Tho court said it. would request tho at- 
toiidanco of Mr. Wolfunden if necessary. 

Rlr. Pollard said that this was done to 
create a prejudice against tho govern- 
mout.

Edwin l.oigh recalled - Ki.ow A. C. 
iluir; he i.s in CMurt; tho Kiinie person 
pointed out by last witness; his name waa 
on the Eaquimalt list of voters on 24th 
July, 1882; the application to vote was 
sent in on 12th May, 1882, and his name 
was put on tho voters' list on the 12th 
July following; 1 produce his original 
claim to vote, which is not dated. 

Sir. T. Davio remi'.rked that the appli- 
cation not being dated, Muir might not 
have been a resident in the district for 
two months, jind therofore not entitled to 
vote on the 24th July in Esquimalt. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Pollard — Re- 
ceived the application from Muir on the

Air. Pollard quoted from the Voters' 
Act to show that a written notice was 
Huflleient, and tho name should have been 
lakon off.

Marshall Bray, recalledr-Ngver receiv- 
ed from A. C. Muir a i-oqtioat to "reniove 
his name from the votera list; T produce 
the only paper received from Esfiuimalt; 
it ia anonymous. It asks me to remove a 
name, but ia unsigned; I could not re- 
move any name by 'aiithdrity of thia 
letter. 

To Mr. Duvie — Had aconvorsation with 
Muir on tho subject of anonymous letter. 

The Court aaid this was not evidence, 
and counsel for respondent know perfect- 
ly well that ho could not prove tho ex- 
iatonco of a document unless there was a 
copy or proof that the original had been 
loBt or destroyed.

Robert Somplo ^aworn — Recorded at 
<^'ariboo ono aoaaon about seven years' 
iigo; registered my vote on Lightning 
Creek; am the peraon described on the 
Cariboo list aa Robert Somple; voted at 
thu biat election at Esquimalt; my name 
!•« on tho reglBtor for Esquimalt; rogistor- 
.;d at Esquimalt thia year just within the 
limit prescribed by law. When I applied 
fiia registration at Esquimalt I had no 
retvion to boliove that my name waa on 
any other list; leaving Lightniug Creek I 
inado a verbal request to Mr. Archer to 
have my name taken off tho Cariboo list; 
Archer was collector of votes; he said 
"all right, I will do so;" did not send in 
a written application to be placed in the 
Cariboo list; no objection was made to 
my registering at Esquimalt or to my 
vote there. 

To Mr. Davie — Wont (o Cariboo in tho 
fall of 1874; made tho application in tho 
spring of 187&. 

Court adjourned till 11 o'clock Tuesday 
morning.
